He was 
the St. Paul man, and ho had caught a 
fourth seven spot, while the others had not 
bettered. Atwood made it a thousand to 
play. One, two and three dropped out. 
Thrno of a liiud was no kind of a hand for 
that struggle, and that is what each of 
them had. 
Tho St. Paul man was de- 


lighted, though he tried hard to conceal it, 
and ho came back at Atwood with another 
thousand. He was ahead of tho game, 
having about $6,000 In front of him at the 
beginning of tho deal, while Atwood had 
only about half that. That left him 
enougn to raise St. Paul once more, and 
he did it promptly. 
" '1 suppose I'll have to call you,' said 


tho latter, 'seeing it's table stakes, but I'm 
sorry you Imvon't more money with you.' 
" 'I hayo $3,000 In tho bank,1 said. At- 


wood 
'If you euro to take my chock, I'll 


stand another raise. ' 


"Checks were not in great favor at Gal- 


loway's, and the St. Paul man hesitated 
naturally enough, but oue of Atwood's 
cllents'spoKo up. 'I'll cash your check for 
you, Jack,' ho said, and just then the shot 
came. 


"The entrance to the room was midway 


between thefuro and the poker tables, and 
Atwood sat with his buck toward it. 
])avis had entered the room noiselessly 
and had fired as soon as ho saw Atwood. 
Shooting from behind will ruin a man in 
any community, and I don't suppose Davis 
would have clone it if he hadn't been half 
drunk and hull mad with rago as well.

Prior to 
that time- gambling had been licensed, 
and there had been fair play. Not only 
were ^ure Thing guinea running iu many 


I gambling houses, but along ihe sidewalks 
' tit Main street for several blocks games 
^1 .ill kinds \\eiu in full blast, lu one 
gamliliui; house a short f.iro game had 
bet-n started and attracted a great deal 
of attention. 


It was run by a couple of Frenchmen. 


In playing short faro the dealer uses a 
di-ahu;; box soiiiewhat similar to the 
regulation faro liox, the difference being 
that the sides and ends aud top are put 
away until there remains only the frame 
dt box. exposing the cards from every di- 
rection, with just enough of a frame to 
hold them iu place compactly. In short 
faro the cards are placed in a box hacks 
upward instead of face upward, as in 
regular faro. There are no cards pasted 
0:1 the table upon which to place bets.. 
In the middle of the table is a glittering 
heap of gold and silver money, .with 
greenbacks of all denominations lying 
carelessly around. 


The dealer having carefully shuffled 


the cards places them in the box backs 
upward. He then slowly and with many 
flourishes deals out six cards, placing 
them face downward in a semicircle on 
the table. 
He then invites bets. 
A 


player can bet on any one of the six 
cards lying face down upon the table, 
aud as many as care to do so can play. 


When all bets have been made, the 


dealer pulls from the box tlie seventh 
card and turns it face upward. Then he 
turns up each of the six cards upon 
which he had invited bets. If the deal* 
er's card is higher than the bettor's card, 
the bank wins. K the bettor's card is 
higher than the one turned by the dealer, 
the bettor wins. If, however, there is a 
tie—i. e., the dealer turns the same card 
that the bettor had placed his money on— 
the bank wins. But in such a case the 


| \nlayer has the option of losing his money, 
,ir he can have another chance the next 
Irsind around if he will double his bet. 
Ti'iis process can be continued as long 
a? llui bettor is willing to double his 
stakes. If he wins, he gets paid in full; 
if he loses, the bank gets all. 


It is this option of doubling a bet to 


save* a loss that fascinates players of 
short faro. Of course, professional gam- 
blers did not play short faro, because it 
was ki'own as a crooked game. 
The 


dealer, in placing the first sis cards upon 
the table, does it with many flourishes 
aud in such a way as to enable a player, 
to see \jnst what each card is before it 
lies face ylown upon the table. 
If the 


game was>to be played on the square, the 
odfls would be against the bank C to 1. 
But it i« played with fixed cards, and the 
dealer is able to hold in the box and on 
the top of lie deck all of the high cards, 
so that he tcan at any time beat or tie 
a player wlio seems to have money. Cap- 
pers are always used, and when a stran- 
ger appeals they play and win large 
sums, which they turn in afterward. 
When a nuijn is playing high, doubling his 
bet each tilme, it is possible for a man 
making bin.ill bets on other cards to win 
with case. (The high player may be on 
a comparatively low card, and the dealer, 
iu order to tie him and make him double 
his, stakes, will have to turn the same 
card, so thntS all the small player has to 
do is to watc b for an ace or a king, place 
his ber upouj it aud pick up his money 
each time the,cards are turned. 


It was white playing at this game that 


Dave King lost his life iu June, 18S7. 
King had bee a living in the mining camps 
of Marysvilleland Wickes for a couple of 
years. He wcs one of the best gamblers 
in the west. .He looked, however, like a 
typical miner | as, wearing a soft, gray 
hat, blue flaninel shirt, trousers tucked 
iu his boots, ,he strolled in where this 
short faro game was being played. He 
was spotted a t once, and the cappers be- 
gan to play fo r big stakes. After watch- 
ing the game ftar a few minutes King b°- 
gan to play, pl'.acing ?1 bills rolled into a 
ball ou the caijds. He won almost every 
time and always called lor his pay in 
bills. 
Now, however, another player at 


the opposite epd of the table had begun 
to double his :5takes, <and the dealer was 
giving his attention to the high bettor. 
King didn't firt excited, but continued 
to make an otaasional bet, always with 
a $1 bill rolled! into a wad. 
The dealer 


in paying wou/ld pick up a $1 bill aud 
pass it across j to King. This had been 
going on for ixirhaps half an hour when 
the dealer aga."in tossed a $1 bill to King 
in payment, ais the dealer thought of a 
$1 bet.

"Come again," said King to the dealer. 


"Look at that bet." 


The dealer, I a slight built, black eyed, 


nervous Frenchman, leaned over and un- 
rolled King's i bet. As he did so he saw 
that he had ileen tricked. A crisp, yel- 
low $1,000 note rolled out of the dirty 
$1 bill. King; had won $1,001. The di-ai- 
er was whites., with rage. There was no 
limit to the game, and King had won 
fairly. The,' dealer, instead of paying the 
bet, leaned liuck in his chair, reached his

NEW YORK'S FIREMEN. 


Great Bodily Strength ana Vlaor Re* 


quired of All Applicant*. 


In New York applicants for appointmf-nt 


as firemen must be recommended by four 
citizens well acquainted with the appli- 
cant before they are admitted to their ex- 
aminations. These consist of several se- 
vere tests 
and 
require great 
bodily 


strength and vigor. 
Those who pass 


them merely become eligible for possible 
requisition in case of a vacancy. 
When 


a candidate is called to fill a vacancy, he 
must tirs>t serve a probationary period of 
one month, during which he is assigned 
to a company for work. 
In addition to 


that he must attend daily at the Fire- 
men's School of Instruction, where can- 
didates aie put through n. course of spe- 
cial athletics, such as climbing ladders, 
handling scaling hooks, sliding down hose 
pipes, jumping into life nets and the like. 
If by the end of the mouth the chief in- 
structor and the foreman of their com- 
pany report the candidates fit for lire 
duty, they are appointed as privates, or 
firemen of the fouith grade, with a sal- 
ary of SSOO. 
In the third grade the sal- 


aiy is 81.000. in the nest §1,200 aad in 
the first $1,400. 


One year at least most be spent in each 


gradu. 
Removal can ouly be for cause, 


subject to review by the courts. 
AL 


members of the New Yoik fire depart- 
ment are beneticiaries of a relief fund, 
which now amounts to nearly $1,500,000. 
In case of disability a fireman receives 
hall his pay. 
Otis-half of his yearly pay 


likewise goes as a pension to his wife or 
children in ease of death. In addition to 
this there is a life insurance fund yielding 
an immediate amount of $1,000 to i.he 
widow or children of any deceased tire- 
•mau.

all firemen, the mortality among them is 
exceedingly low.

Electrified Stocking*. 


Robert Symmer, in 1759, described 


sqme most 
entertaining 
experiments, 


making use of the opposite electrifica- 
tions of superposed stockiups of different 
materials or merely of different colors, 
the dye matters in the latter case caus- 
ing differentiation. 


If in a dry utmosphere a silk stocking 


be drawn over the leg and a \voolen one 
pulled over it, the two will be found, up- 
on being removed, to be very powerfully 
electrified iu opposite senses. It tbe fonv 
stockings of two such pairs be used and 
then suspended together, they will in- 
dulge in remarkable antics due to each 
of the silk »*»ckings trying to attract 
both of the woolen ones, nnd vice versa, 
and, 
on the other hand, each of each kind 


repelling the other. 


The amount of electrical attraction aud 


repulsion produced in this simple way in 
a dry atmosphere is remarkable. 
The 


experiment may also be performed with 
all silk stockings, one pair white and 
the other black.—Popular Science.

or Soe that the color of a stnr varies ac- 
cording to its age, being yellowish in its 
youth and iu its old age blue, the tiut be- 
ing a matter of temperature', the bluer it 
becomes according as it hecomoa^hottor, 
because great heat means an activity 
that engenders blue light waves. 
Thus 


Sirius is a very blue star as seen through 
the telescope simply because it is hot aud 
giving out probably one hundred times as 
much light ns our sun, though it is but 
three or perhaps four times as big. Vega, 
too. in the constellation of Lyrn, and a 
hundred times as large as our sun, is 
blue, the inference being tbat the heat it 
emits is enormous. 
The appearance of 


these stars is, of course, as viewed 
through the medium of the earth's atmos- 
phere, and their colors are in some cases 
so vivid as to exhibit marked differences, 
the fact being that if the air envelope of 
the earth were taken away their varying 
tinti would be much more noticeable.
